smashed and the roundhouse caught flre. 
The half-ton jacket of the exploding loco- 
motive boiler dropped between two houses 
on Duval street, several blocks distant, 
while the tender was catapulted several 
hundred yards and twisted into a shape- 
less mass of rtoel. 


A majority of the men who were Jellied 


were from Northern and "Western states, 
but much difficulty Is being experienced 
In Identifying tho bodies.

PRESIDENT TAFT CONDEMNS 


ATTACK ON THE COURTS 


Declares Structure of System Is Weak- 


tried by the Assault 


(Continued From Page 1) . 


an open avenue for fraud and vlo. 
lence 


"It Is eminently apropriate that in 


every election and in the discussion 
of all issues that affect the report we 
should disouas and hear much of the 
popular vi 111, and of the rights of the 
people. This Is a government based 
on popular control. 


"We all concede that the operation 


of elections and the operations of gov- 
ernment are not perfect, and some 
•times are subject to corrupt Influences 
and control, and that It is the part 
of patriotism to remove, as far as 
possible, tho obstacles which prevent 
honeot primaries, honest elections and 
the honest administration of the gov- 
ernment In the Interests of the people. 


"But the continued iteration and 


reiteration of the proposition 'let the 
people rule,' if it has any significance 
at all and is intended otherwise than 
to flatter tha people, is intended to be 
a reflection on tho government that 
we have had down to the present 
time. 


PEOPLE HAVE RULED. 


"Now, In spite ot all the corruption. 


In spite of all the machine politics, in 
spite of every defect in the operation 
o£ 
our 
government that 
can 
be 


pointed out, I don't hesitato to say 
that the history of the last 135 years 
shows that the people have ruled. 


"They may have been defeated at 


times by corrupt and corrupting in- 
fluences, congresses and legislatures 
may have been 
halted by subter- 


ranean methods in carrying out what 
the people desire, but in the end un- 
der our present constitution and our 
laws, we have had a. really popular 
government. 


"I don't mean to say that we can- 


not make It better. I don't mean to 
say that we may not remove, some 
obstacles by which the corruption or 
machine methods may be minimized, 
but what I do say is that the cry that 
the people don't rule and are not in 
control, or an intimation to that ef- 
fect, does not do justice to the Amer- 
ican people or their history. Cer- 
tainly, there is nothing in-the growth 
of this country from the adoption of 
the constitution until now, or within 
the last twenty or thirty years that 
Justifies any attack upon our struc- 
ture or government, or sapping of the 
foundations, that have stood so firmly, 
and upon which our whole popular 
Civilization has been reared. • 


"The occasion for these remarks is 


the attack on our Judiciary and the 
proposal by judicial recall or recall 
of judicial decisions, to destroy its 
Independence, and thus to take away 
from the arch, of government the 
keystone. 
I 


"I deny that there Is In the de- 


cisions of the courts or the character 
of the judges, or the result of litiga- 
tion, that which justifies such a radi- 
cal Innovation. I am not unmindful 
of the necessity for judicial reform, 
but that depends not upon changing 
the character of the Judges, but upon 
the change of procedure, the expres- 
sion of Judgments and tho reduction 
of the expense of litigation. 


MODEBJT TENDENCY. 


*'Ono easily can discover a tendency 


Jin Inodern politics to exalt above the 
written law and 
above the written 


constitution what is called 'popular 
will' as if that were a higher law to 
which we must all admit allegiance 
by observing1 It and" ignore or trans 
gress statutory 
and 
constitutional 


limitations. 


"This is not exactly In the form of 


an assertion that judges and others 
are to Ignore statutes and constitu- 
tions, because of a conflicting popular 
will, but it Is In the more Inslduous 


proportion that plain, construction of 
the statute or constitution is to be 
defeated and a strained and other- 
wise impossible construction put on 
the language of the statute or con- 
stitution, in deference to what is sup- 
posed to be the popular vull." 


Tha president here quoted a west- 


ern governor, whom he did not name, 
who had declared "whatever is right 
is constitutional" and who had taken 
Lincoln's "the life of this nation is 
greater than any constitution" to sus- 
tain his view. 


"It is 
Impossible to 
escape 
the 


meaning of such a view," 
said the 


president, "and that Is that the plain 
construction of the constitution Is to 
be perverted bpeause it is thought the 
people at present would prefer not to 
be subject to the 
limitation con- 


tained in the 
constltutoln 
lawfully 


adopted. 
The quoted words of Lin- 


coln have here no application. 
It is 


not true that 'whatever is right is con- 
stitutional' unless the declaration of 
right is contained in the constitution, 
or is forbiden by it. 


"Popular will, to be effective and 


controlling with courts, must be em- 
bodied in statutory enactment or con- 
stitutional law. 


"It is not left to the executive of 


state or nation or to the judges on the 
bench whether state or federal, to 
decide what is right when there Is 
law declaring what is right on the 
statute books. 


"The la-pr Is the guide of the Judges 


and the governor, and not his in- 
dividual opinion as to whether t*e 
law is good or not. 


"This is a government of law, not of 


changing economic and political the- 
ories of judicial or executive officers, 
when those theories are in conflict 
with the express letter of the law. 
Suggestions of that sort are dangerous 
because they put the ship of state on 
a sea •without a rudder. 
They destroy 


that respect for constituted authority 
that IB essential to well ordered lib- 
erty. 


"The strength of the government 


and the strength of the Judiciary must 
rest ultimately on the confidence of 
the people In their integrity."

Commisioner Harry S. Anderson and 


John Forrest have been eliminated 
from the plans for a recall, according 
to the action taken by the Socialist 
partv at its mee-tmfr in Hamilton Hall 
last night • The fight will be cen- 
tered on Mayor Mott, Commisioner BY 
C. Turner and Commisioner William 
J. Baccus. It is expected that the 
union labor forces will support this 
program, and thus a fight between the 
recall forces Is avoided. 


The Socialists had at first planned 


to start a recall movement affecting- 
the entire city administration, but the 
Central Labor Council refused to sup- 
port this policy. The Council Issued 
a report urging the recalr of Mott and 
Turner only and tho leaders of tha 
union labor movement stated that no 
other 
officers 
would 
be 
recalled 


through their assistance. It was this 
statement, it Is believed, that pre- 
vented the Socialists last night from 
endorsing the recall of the entire list 
of Oakland's officials. 


The matter was in the hands of a 


committee- of 38. which brought Its 
findings before the party. 
Members 


of the union labor forces were pres- 
ent at the meetings, and stated that 
the labor council will aid the So- 
cialists in their fight The matter of 
recalling the school directors, broach- 
ed at a previous meeting, did not 
come up. The Central Labor Council 
this week stated that it would not 
interfere in such an action. 


The findings of 
the 
committee, 


which advocates only the recall of the 
three officials named, are believed by 
the union men to be a concession to 
them, as a nasty political fight would 
have followed an attempt to oust John 
Forrest, the union candidate. 


The charges to be filed against the 


Jlott officials are to be changed also, 
according to the report of the com- 
mittee of the Socialists. The 
free 


speech matter Is to be thrown Into 
the 
background, 
and 
prominence 


given to an accusation that the ad- 
ministration is unfriendly to organized 
labor. The delegates to the executive 
committee of the Socialist party -nill 
meet In Rice Institute next ^Sunday, 
and at this time a further

charges may be formulated.

cialists last night also accused Mott 
ana his administration 
of "lending 


police aid to strike-breakers." 


The Socialists have, through theso

Sunday Music to Cease if 


Funds Are Not Forth- 


coming. 


That the Oakland park concerts, which 


have proved so popular and have drawn 
thousands to vist Lakeside park, will have 
to cease due to lack of support from Oak- 
land firms and from wealthy people of 
this city who had advocated them, was 
the declaration of James P Edoff a mem- 
ber of the board of park directors, today. 


Edoff expressed disappointment that the 
people of Oakland who could afford to 
subscribe to the concert fund, had not re- 
sponded more liberally, and pointed to the 
fact that Santa Barbara spends ?21,000 
a year for concerts and Denver $50,000. 


The park commission has Issued the 


follov.-lng «tat"m"nt through Director Ed- 
of£. 


Do the people oC the city of Oakland de- 
sire a continuation cf the Sunday con- 
certs which,have afforded them so much 
^pleasure and which have greatly 
a<3- 
^ertised this city all over the eounlry? 
If they do they will have within a short I 
time to subscribe $1500 for their main- 
tenance for the reason that that amount 
will be necessary to continue them until 
July 1. at which time the expenses of 
these Sunday entertainments •« ill bo borne 
entiiely by the city without subscriptions 
being at all asked from the people. 


These concerts were introduced by the 
Oakland park directors for the purpose 
of inaugurating the system by public sub- 
scription. Just as soon as Lakeside park 
was ready to make a favorable Impression 
on the public. The money with which 
they were Inaugurated was bubscribea 
partly by the city, the Oakland traction 
company, and a few private citizens The 
total amount raised was $6000 and of that 
sum $8500 has already been expended. 
With this sum, 14 concerts have been 
given in the park since September last. 
In that period there have been only three 
Sundays missed, because of the weather, 
and then the skipping was occasioned by 
a strict compliance with the idea of tno 
park directors that where there was the 
slightest doubt as to 
a 
continuance 
weather the peoplo were not to be In- 
vited to look for tha outdoor entertain- 
ment. 


LARGE ATTENDANCE. 


Tliero is no doubt that tho concerto 
were enjoyed by the public, more espe- 
cially those which, with a band of 40 
expert musicians, have been conducted 
by Paul Stelndorff, the distinguished di- 
rector in this section of. tho 
country. 
At some of those gatherings theia were 
as many as 1;;,00 persona and the large 
majority of these could easily ulTord to 
contribute a mite to swell the fund, thus 
supplementing the more liberal donations 
which ara expected from tho wealthy 
people who have a desire to continue the 
performance. 


If tho requisite sum of $1500 Is not pro- 


vided the concerts will have to be brought 
to a close about May, when, as nvery per- 
son knows, the really idealistic weather 
for the reason begins and people will be 
compelled to go to San Francisco for their 
Sunday afternoon outing In a wind>swput 
park, Instead of listening to the choicest 
OL music In Rtirnmuf weather, in a charm- 
ing amphitheater, 
formed 
by nature, 


adorned with antique oaks and flowers 
and made musical with birds. 


The people are requested to remember 


in this connection, that this subscription 
Is to be used only In an emergency and 
that after tho next fiscal y^ar there will 
always bo a -sufficient amount of money 
provided in tho budget for tho perpetua- 
tion of this Innocent and elevating method 
of spending the popular day of rest.

A., -retired, • died at his home yesterday 
of paralysis. He was national commander 
of the Loyal Legion at the time of his 
death, and was 'a noted authority on 
Arctic exploration, as well as'engineering 
and naval affairs. 
. Rear-Admiral Melville, who was placed 
on the re'tired list January 10, 1903, was 
72 years- old. For sixteen years he was 
chief, of. the: bureau of Steam engineering 
in the navy department. He was appoint- 
ed nn assistant- engineer in the navy in 
1SC1; and was a member of both the Jeaii- 
nette and the Greely relief expeditions 
to the Arctic circle.

WEST TELLS 


Oregon's Executive Says Few 


Men Given Chance Have 


Disappointed Him. 


SAX FRANCISCO, March 18. — In a 
talk before a crowd that filled the Cort 
theater to capacity yesterday Governor 
Oswald "West of Oregon won a thousand 
converts to the cause of humane treat- 
ment for the victims ot penal punish- 
ment. 
Governor West it on* of the foremost 
advocates of prison reform In the United 
States. 
Although he admits that in his 
Ions experience with the "boys," as he 
calls them, behind the bars he has had 
an occasional disappointment, he 
says 
that he has been repaid a thousandfold 
[n his endeavors to "give them an equal 
chance." 
Mayor Rolph, the members of the State 
prison commission, and a score of others 
Interested In prison reforms, sat upon 
the platform and listened clobely to Gov- 
ernor West as he told of the things ha 
fiad done to inspire the inmates of Ore- 
son's State institutions with self-respect 
3j- imposing confidence in them, abolishi- 
ng the "stripes" and trusting them in 
countless ways. 
"There are three classes of criminals," 
Governor West said. 
"Degenerates, for 
whom there is little or no hope; crimin- 
als from choice, who are almost in- 
variably bright and Intelligent men, and 
whom it is quite possible to reform, and 
the other class, the most unfortunate of 
all, the fellows who are good af heart, 
but have been forced through circum- 
stances to commit crime. These boys are 
the ones that I trust fully. I get them 
away from the Institution as quickly as 
possible, find them jobs and literally givB 
them their freedom. 


GETS MEN OUT OF PRISON. 


'There is no law In Oregon that per- 
mits me to do all the seemingly irreg- 
ular things I do, but also, there Is no 
law that says I shall not do them. 
"Occasionally I write a 
note to the 
prison superintendent (you know 1 ap- 
point the superintendent), and tell him 
to send a certain young man home to 
his family. 
Oregon saves 515 a month 
that •nay." 
Of the 462 men now paying the penalty 
for crime in Oregon, the speaker said 
that 200 were outside, some of them 300 
miles from- the Institution, working and 
earning* money, buying their own cloth- 
ing, supporting their families, and no 
prison, guards within miles of them. 


"You 
will never have arty success with 
prison reform until you get rid of the 
striped uniform," the speaker said. 
"It 
is a relic of barbarism." ' 
The meeting: was held under the aus- 
pices of the San Francisco center of tha 
California Civic league. Miss Helen Todd 
introduced the speakers and talked briefly 
of the problem of prison reform in this 
and other States.

ROOSEVELT JR. HERO 


AT SPECTACULAR BLAZE 


Son of the Colonel Nearly 
Suffocated 


When Clark Mansion Is Threatened 


SAN MATED, March 18. — Theodore 


Roosevelt Jr. was almost suffocated yes- 
terday while assisting volunteer firemen 
in putting out a. blaio at the home of 
Charles W. Clark, son of former Senator 
W. A. Clark, the Montana copper kind. 


While the fire Itself was not serious, it 


was attended by a curious combination of 
incidents, Clark himself being ordered to 
desist from saving his silverware by a 
fireman who was not aware of his Iden- 
tity. 


After all mistakes had been explained 


and the firemen had the blaze under con- 
trol they were Invited to luncheon by 
Clark, Roosevelt Jr. being among" the 
waiters who served them with cham- 
pagne. 


Together with about a half dozen per- 


sons of social prominence who were guests 
of Clark, young Roosevelt and his wife 
were seated in the drawing room of the 
Clark home when tho burglar alarms In 
the house began to clang violently. 


Clark's guests rushed into the hallway 


and saw smoke issuing from the base- 
ment, where the fire had started owing to 
defective electric wiring. 


Clark sent in a fire alarm by telephone 


and thirty-five volunteers soon appeared 
with fire apparatus. 


Young Roosevelt was among the first 


of Clark's guests to help the volunteers 
in fighting the fire. In the excitement he 


mounted tho roof of the Clark horn*. 
where he was encountered by one of ths 
firemen. 


Not recognizing Roosevelt, the fireman 


ordered him oft the roof, saying that It 
was a dangerous place for amateurs. 
Roosevelt obeyed tha order and retired 
from the roof only to lose his way In an 
attic chamber that was choked with 
smoke. He was almost suffocated when 
ne was found by Henry Hanrloulle, one of 
tho volunteer firemen, who assisted him to 
the open air and safety. 


Among the guests were Mr. and Mrs. 


Clement Tobln, Mr. and Mrs. Edward To- 
bin. Richard Tobln. Mr. and Mrs. Theo- 
dora Roosevelt Jr. and Mr. and Mrs.

Crowding into the basement, the guests 


of Clark were wading through water 
anklc-deop, when they were ordered out by 
George Bartlett, chief of tho volunteer 
fire department of San Mateo. 


They wore not the only persons who 


were compelled to submit to the dic- 
tation of the firemen. Clark himself, fear- 
Ing that the fire was going to spread to 
the upper apartments of his home, rushed 
Into his dining-room and began to pack 
up his silverware and table plate. 


"Here, stop that!" ordered one of tho 


cautious firemen. "I don't know who you 
are, and you can't take any stuff out of 
this room unless you havo permission 
from the chief."

OF SQUIRREL 


Declares Campaign Has Been 


Carried on Satisfactorily 


on This Side. 


Dr. Frlench Simpson of the United' 
States Health and Marine Hospital 
Service was in Oakland this morning 
in consultation with Inspector J. C. 
Hayes, who has charge of rodent ex- 
termination in Alameda county. 
Dr. 
Simpson is at the head of the bureau 
with offices in San Francisco. 
He stated that the work being con- 
ducted here and 
in Contra Cosxa 


county Is going on to his entire sat- 
isfaction. 
"It takes persistent effort to keep 


out infected ground squirrels, and at 
this time we have succeeded in get- 
ting the number down to the mini- 
mum. 
Our campaign has been direct- 


ed particularly in the bay counties 
and covers chiefly a territory about 
one and a half miles wide and thir- 
teen miles long on this side of the 
hills. 
"Practically all the territory In the 
State where infected rodents have been 
found has been located and mapped 
out. There are ten counties where 
diseased squirrels have been 
founfl. 
In the vicinity of the large cities on 
this side of the bay we have directed 
our efforts. 
"Up to this time more than 200,000 


squirrels have been examined in the 
laboratories. We constantly police the 
infected territory to keep out ani- 
mals from interior districts. 
Gradu- 
ally we work into the Interior coun- 
ties. 
Taking the campaign on the 


whole, it is progressing most satis- 
factorily."

Duties of the deputy superintendents 


of streets to be placed In charge of the 
four districts into which the city is di- 
vided under the reorganization plan pass- 
ed by the council on the recommendation 
of the civil service commission are set- 
forth in a communication addressed to 
the district deputies by Superintendent 
of Streets Perry F. Brown this morn- 
Ing. 


The reorganization of the street depart- 
ment abolishes the old offices of fore- 
men and creates lour

is over one-fourth of the city and Is held

The Thersites of Reform. 


When George C. Pardce begged Abe Ruef to support him for 


Governor in 1?06, the "Curly Boss" refuse'd on the ground 'that 
Pardee was such a blankety-blank liar that nobody could believe a 
word he said. Ever since that distressful occasion Dr. Pardee has 
teen doing his level best to prove that Ruef's estimate of him was 
correct Here is a sample of the mendacity he puts forth from the 
tackdoor of the Enquirer over his nom de plume of "The Way- 
-farer": 


"THE 
TRIBUNE seems to continue to be a member of Mr. 


Herrin's more or Jess honorable journalistic garde du corps. And 
every time anybody pokes Mr. Herrin THE TRIBUNE, earning 
ats stipend, squalls. The arrangement, is no doubt, profitable toj 
both parties— Mr. Herrin needs defenders, and THE TRIBUNE, 
of course, needs the honorarium. 
If Mr. Herrin can afford it, 


though, it's nobody's business— and THE TRIBUNE hasn't blushed 
for so long that it has forgotten how." 


Dr. Pardee's animosity toward "W. F. Herrin is easily explained. 


When he' was a candidate for re-election in 1906, Dr. Pardee per- 
sonally importuned Mr. Herrin to give him the support of the 
Southern Pacific, and pleaded in vain. Herrin refused to accept 
his pledges of good faith and loyalty for the same reason that Ruef 


declined to accept them. 


Like a woman scorned, Dr. Pardee has been possessed of a holy 


hatred for Herrin and the Southern Pacific ever since. 


In 1902 Pardee was given the nomination for Governor by the 


support of Ruef, Herrin and the Southern Pacific, and E. H. Harri- 
man decided the election in his favor at a critical stage of the cam- 
paign by sending out a telegram from New York urging 'his subor- 
dinates to do all in their power to elect Pardee. That is how Par- 
dee came to be'elected Governor over Franklin K. Lane, now- In- 
terstate Commerce Commissioner. 


In the paragraph quoted above Dr. Pardee makes statements 


and insinuations which he knows to be absolutely false. In mak- 
ing them he mouths the venom of a disappointed and discredited 
politician who cherishes an undying hatred for men who helped

Chester Rowell says it is "fine generosity" in the owners-of the 


Fresno Republican to allow him to editorially advocate the nomina- 
tion of Roosevelt when they favor the nomination of Taft. In his 
opinion this exemplifies the true ethics of journalism. That depends 
upon the point of view. It is not an idea that is likely to become 
popular/ For the owner of a newspaper to allow his salaried em- 
ploye to advocate in the editorial columns what the owner belies cs 
to be wrong and injurious to the public welfare is too absurd to be 
a debatable proposition. It is not a question of ethics, but of com- 
mon sense. The owner is the responsible party. Every large jour- 
nal employs many writers. Suppose the policy announced by the 
Fresno Republican were pursued by a big newspaper a small army of 
salaried employes would be expressing individual opinions through 
its columns—opinions that would contradict each other and possibly 
be in opposition to the views of the proprietor. In that case the news- 
paper would become a medley of contradictions and a laughing stock. 
No newspaper proprietor attempts to control the personal opinions 
of its employes, but every proprietor with a sense of his own rights 
and dignity will insist upon his paper reflecting his own views and 
ideas -instead of letting it be made a vehicle for disseminating the 
vievrs and ideas of those he pays to do his work, Chester Rowell 
says the owners of the Republican have left him free to do as he 
pleases. They have done no such thing. There are limitations on 
his freedom of speech which he dare not transgress. He is permit- 
ted a certain latitude, but for all that his course is marked out for 
him. While a certain indulgence is granted him, he is still subject, 
in his editorial capacity,-to the men who own the Republican, are 
responsible for its utterances and pay him his salary. His liberty 
of speech has a string to it, and, as the statement of the president of 
the Republican Publishing Company shows, he has been shown the 
gag and warned that if he goes beyond a defined boundary it will 
be applied to him.

Hoseman Dies of Suffocation 


While Fighting Flames 


on Vessel. 


SAN FRANCISCO. March 
18. — 


While the steamer. Manchuria of the 
Pacific Mail line lay moored at her 
dock yesterday afternoon a fire-broke 
out, which is supposed to have been 
smouldering' for a atime in the cargo 
as the result of spontaneous combus- 
tion. 


It was necessary to resort to the fire 


department of the land and water 
forces before 
the flames were ex- 
tinguished, with the loss of the life of 
Thomas Ahearn, a hoseman of engine 
No. 35, who ventured Into the hold 
with some comrades and was suffo- 
cated by smoke. 


Several of the firemen met with 
minor injuries before the danger was 
over, and It was due to the new hel- 
mets recently adopted by the fire de- 
partment that there was not a greater 
loss of life. 


The cargo was principally cotton 


bales 
and 
government supplies en 


route to Cavite and Manila to the 
quartermaster's department 
of the 
army and navy. 


Tha 'damage to the vessel was slight 
and the fire will not interfere with the 
Manchuria sailing at 1 o'clock on 
Thursday, only being delayed two days 
longer than the usual galling time, 
which is Tuesday. 


CAST UP ON REEF. , , . 


Alhough one of the finest ships that 


piles 
the 
Pacific, waters, the Man- 
churia has had her troubles, the most 
serious of which occurred when on 
August 20, 1906, the large vessel was 
cast up on a reef off Rabbit island, 
near the island of Oahu, on which 
Honolulu Is situated, and rested on the 
coral beds for nearly a month. 


After the fire was out Captain Dick- 
son, master of the Manchuria, who 
was not on board at the time of th* 
conflagration, started to work with a 
force of men and removed the cargo.' 
The vessel will bo thoroughly gone 
over and the hull well examined be- 
fore the sailing on Thursday, to avoid 
further damage from a new outbreak. 


Many sightseers thronged the wharf 
to see the fire, and Patrick Forrestal. 
a stevedore, took advantage of 
the 


excitement and tried to get away with 
some loot, but was apprehended, had 
a good bath In the bay and a trip to 
police headquarters. 
He was booked 


on a charge of burglary and a suitcase

The matter was put up to the police de- 
partment and Chief White now declares 
that the district attorney must look to 
his own laurels. u 
"If the bond and warrant clerk's office 


which Is a part of the district attorney's 
office, would fix a higher boll in cases 
where the police conduct. raids and ar- 
rest sreat numbers of oSeaders, the ball 
bond operators would be foiled In their 
efforts. Part of the responsibility there 
does not rest upon the police but upon 
the district attorney." J 


It is claimed by the district attorney's 


office, however, that the police judges 
fixed'the ball and If they placed bonds 
at a higher figure than Is customary It 
would only be necessary to appeal to the 
police magistrate to have the amount re- 
duced.

First Lord of Admiralty Asks 


for an Appropriation of 


$220,427,000. 


Winston Spencer Churchill Re- 


grets the Necessity of Re- 


ferring to Germany. 


LONDON, 
March 
IS.—Winston 
Spencer Churchill, first lord of the ad- 
miralty in the House of Commons 
Introduced today the naval estimates 
for the coming year. The appropria- 
tion called for is $220,427,000, a de- 
crease of $1,535,000 from last year. 


Mr. Churchill accompanied the In- 
troduction with a promise of an aug- 
mentation or a retardation of British 
naval construction to correspond with. 
Germany's naval progress. 
He said 


he regretted the necessity of referring 
specially to Germany. 


TWO TO OXB STANDARD. 


Mr. Churchill then went on to tell 


of the conditions under which naval 
competition could be carried on in the 
next few years, prefacing his remarks 
with the statement that the two to 
one standard was not necessary at 
present, although it possibly would be- 
come so. 


"The 'two power standard' has been 


extended by some of its supporters," 
continued Mr.'Churchill, "to include 
the United' States and by this means 
it has lost good sense and reality." 
The first lord laid down a 60 per 


cent superiority in battleships and 
battle cruisers of the 
dreadnaught 
type as compared with the Germany 
navy as a convenient basis for the 
next four or five years. He pointed 
out that Great Britain at present pos- 
sessed superiority in pre-dreadnaught 
vessels and necessitates the augmen- 
tation' of new British construction so 
as to meet the" existing German law. 


CONSTRTJOTTOX OF DREAD-

tion," and that the obliteration of the 
Irish nation is actually threatened. 


It Is asserted that the British gov- 


ernment views these prospects with 
"complacency or satisfaction]." 


Irish immigration, tho letter saj's, is 


directed largely to the United States, 
and it is estimated that one-third of 
the people who leave the country 
travel on tickets purchased for them 
by residents of the United States, in 
violation of the law.

statement is In tha form of a series of 
reasons drawn up by a committee of the 
branch and submitted thereto at the 
last meeting. 
The new statement was given out by 
C. J. Staley, a member of the West 
Berkeley local and-bore the typewritten 
signatures of W. F. Harder,' organizer; 
M. Morch, C. J. Staley. J. D. Roeers, 
W. J. Gebble and James Mclndue, pur- 
porting to be the committee appointed 
by the club to draw up the statement. 
It bears also the wording: "Accepted and 
adopted by branch West Berkeley at the 
regular business meeting." 


GIVE REASONS. 


Tha statement is as follows: 
"We, the undersigned committee of 
branch West Berkeley hereby submit the 
following- report on the conduct of Com- 
rade J. Stitt •Wilson, justifying the pass- 
ins of the previous resolutions condemn- 
ing said Mayor Wilson: 
"1—The Alameda county central com- 
mittee Instructed Its delegates to the 
State convention of the party to be held 
at San Jose September 10. 1910, regard- 
ing the question of Oriental emigration 
and others: previous to their departure 
to said convention J. Stttt Wilson was 
one of the delegates from the said com- 
mittee and he not only refrained from 
carrying out his Instructions but actually 
acted' in direot opposition to those in- 
structions from the county central com- 
mittee. Neither can these facts be con- 
troverted, as the other delegates from 
Alameda -county to that convention will 
testify to the facts. 
"2—Duvinff the gubernatorial campaign 
of 1910, while J. Stitt Wilson was can- 
didate for Governor 
on 
the 
Socialist 
ticket, he not 
only failed to protest 
against, but actually favored the forma- 
tion of non-Socialist political organiza- 
tions, to be known as

. "4—In 1911, soon • after nominated for 
mayor by the' Socialists of Berkeley, J. 
Stitt Wilson not only failed to repudiate 
but actually accepted the endorsement of 
the Better Government club, a -political 
organisation of the city of Berkeley; all 
of whose nominees were capitalists, ex- 
cept Mayor Wilson. 
"5—During the same municipal cam- 
paign J. Stitt Wilson also advocated the 
formation of and accepted the endorse- 
ment from various Independent and cap- 
italistic 'Stilt Wilson Clubs,' ae well as

Correspondence with Chief Vollmer read- 
ily obtained for her his permission to 
study the finger-print and Bertlllion sys- 
tems at the Berkeley station, and she 
started on her studies last week. 
Tile Berkeley police department is one 


of the most efficient in the country in this 
regard. Since becoming police chief, Voll- 
mer has Introduced one kind of detective 
work after another until his office is now 
excellently equipped in the m«st modern 
methods known to the police services of 
the world. The finger-print department 
of his office has been rendered specially 
efficient, and offered for Mrs. Westfall the 
most thorough instruction she could find 
on the Coast. 
ENJOYS THE WORK. 
"I enjoy the work very much," said 
Mrs. Westfall today, "and believe it will 
prove an immediate aid in my work at 
Santa Rosa when I introduce it there. 
The work will be handled by the Sonoma 
county authorities, rather than by the 
city, and we are all hoping there for a 
county appropriation 
properly Introduced. 
that It may bo 
I have found the 
system here even more thoroughly estab- 
lished than I had supposed, and believe 
I con learn more here than anywhere else 
I might have gone." 
The extension of tho finger-print system 
to Sonoma county Is but one step In an 
expansion of dotcctlvo work throughout 
tho State that has been warmly supported 
by Chief Vollmor and other members of 
the State Association of Police Chiefs, of 
which ho has been president. This as- 
sociation favored In the last Legislature a 
bill for tho establishment 
of a state 
bureau of 
criminal 
Identification 
and 
Investigation, which passed the Legisla- 
ture but received a pocket veto from 
Governor Johnson.

nstabllsh such a bureau. There would be 
a system of local bureaus, In which Iden- 
tification data of all criminals would 
exchanged as rapidly as noted by th'

bureaus In various states would exchange, 
as largely as at present, through' the na- 
tional establishment at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas.

BERKELEY.

IS. — School 
Superintendent Frank F. Bunker today 
issued bla- statement answering the re- 
quest that he stop the recall movement 
against members of the Board of Educa- 
tion and Intimating that he could do so 
by resigning. Bunker declines to resign 
and declares It is beyond his power to 
stop the recall. 
His statement Is chiefly a nexposltlon 


of the 
question 
of whether Berkeley 
"wishes a real city school system or de- 
sires to return to the village school sys- 
tem of the past." 
He intimates that 
Commissioner John A. Wilson and Direct- 
ors H. I Stern and Mrs. Elinor Carlisle, 
against whom the recall is Invoked, are 
reactionaries In favor of returning to the 
village plan. 
He concludes that "now 
is as good a time as any for Berkeley 
to decide between tha two plans of school 
organization, city and village-" 
Bunker charges that much of the pres- 
ent difficulty is due to his refusal to grant 
special fators. He alleges various acts, 
inconsistent with the policies of a city 
school, to have been committed and at- 
tempted by the majority members. 


BUNKER'S STATEMENT. 


The stateent, which Is the first compre- 
hensive one he has issued In the present 
recall fight, is as follows: 


"In replying to the petition which I 
have received asking that I stop the re- 
call, I take opportunity to point out ths 
real issue in 
this 
school controversy 
which seems not to be clear. It is this: 
Does Berkeley wish 
to retain 
a city 
school system or does she wish to return 
to a village school system? 
"In country districts and in village 
schools the trustees transact the entire 
business of the school department in per- 
son. They employ tho teachers direct; 
they supervise the work; they purchase 
supplies, they make the repairs; they set- 
tle the difficulties between trachers and 
children, between teachers and parents— 
and all in person. They know intimately 
practically every one in the community; 
in turn, each is equally well known by 
every member of the community 
and 
hence each Is in a position to deal effec- 
tively, in nerson.' with the problems which 
arise. There are combined, therefore, In 
each, the functions of legislator of judge 
and of executive. 
"In a city, however, 
conditions 
are 
very different. 
The trustees can know 
personally but a small proportion of the 
T>eople. 
They cannot, unless they give 
their entire time to the work, come to 
Know more than a few teachers, and the 
work of these teachers scarcely at all. 
Thy cannot give their personal attention 
to the purchase and distribution of sup- 
plies, to the details of a course of study, 
to the grading or promotion of children, 
to the almost countless differences which 
must be settled 
which arise between 
parent and teacher, between principal and 
teacher, and between teacher and child. 
All such matters of detail must be 
delegated to those who give their whole 
time to such work and make It a subject 
of exhaustive study. Under such condi- 
tions, the board of trustees must give 
over their executive function and con- 
fine themselves to legislative and judicial 
action— action directed toward establish- 
ing the general policy of the school sys- 
tem, and action taken on appeals which 
have been made from the decisions of 
*v « ,apdls^chler executive officer. 
In 
the field of business endeavor, this is the 
most approved practice. 
A business of 
magnitude would quickly go bankrupt If 
each member of the board of directors 
live office?""' th° funotions of an

that • Berkeley was rapidly 
e proportions of a city and 
that her school department must be 


ifi'S3^0 "leet such needs, the board 
which brought the present superintend- 
ent here, consciously gave over to him 
those functions of administration which 
are purely executive.. This relationship 
between tho board and the superintend- 
ent was made binding by the freeholders 
who, 
in framing the charter, clearly Ue- 
f ned the power of the pne as legisla- 
tive and judicial, and that of the other 
as executive. 


"Under this arrangement, with, great 
care and patience, and against heavy 
odds, a system of schools' is being de- 
yeloped in Berkeley which gives prom- 
ise of satisfaction. 
It has been laid out 
on lines broad enough to meet the needs 
of the great city which Berkeley is rap- 
Idly becoming. A corps of teachers has 
been gathered together, selected solely 
on the basis of merit. In Internal ad- 
ministration, a body of regulations has 
been worked out to Insure equal oppor- 
tunity to all. Distinctions based upon 
class, or caste, or social rank, or bank 
account, or position, or influence, have 
no placo In this system of public schools. 
Special favors— favors which cannot be 
given to all alike — have 
never 
been 
ted by the board's executive 
and 


therein lies much of th? present trouble 
In short, under the wise division of func- 
tion between the board and the super- 
intendent, provided by charter, there is 
rapidly being developed in Berkeley an 
educational system which even the bit- 
terest critics concede is efficient. 
"In 
respect to this relationship be- 
tween board and superintendent, now 
established by charter, the policy of the 
present board Is strongly 
reactionary. 
The members wish, for example, to dis- 
miss from the department a woman who 
is recognized among educators as one of 
the foremost experts in the United States 
In elementary school supervision, 
be- 
cause the> do not realize that city con- 
ditions make- her services a necessity 
They would abolish the headships of 
high school departments, 
which 
are 


filled by men and women who are ex- 
perts in their respective lines, not un- 
derstanding that In a big high school the 
work cannot be effectively conducted 
without them. 


CUTTING SALARIES. 


"Some of the members would cut the 
salaries of teachers, falling to recognize 
that such a. step would demoralize our 
teaching force. 
They have gone over 
the heads of the superintendent, of the 
•principal, of the teachers and insisted 
upon the parents' statement alone, that 
a child be promoted. 
A member has 
urged, In violation of the state law gov- 
erning the matter, that under-age chil- 
dren be permitted to attend school. In 
one Instance a board member urged that 
a boy be admitted to the high school 
who had failed In the entrance exam- 
inations. 
"Friends of members of the board, 
presumably with their knowledge and 
consent, 
have seriously discussed 
the 
matter of starting a movement In 
I he 
community to abolish those provisions 
of the charter which grant to the su- 
perintendent the powers of an executive. 
Even the mayor of the city has stated 
he believes the charter grants to ,the 
superintendent too much power. Yet it 
is only the power of an executive, nei- 
ther legislative nor judicial, and one 
beyond which the 
superintendent has 
been careful never to go. In short. It is 
clear that the present board seeks a re- 
turn to the time when each member ex- 
ercised in person the functions of legis- 
lator, judge and executive. 
They wish 
to go back to the village days when the 
board member was superintendent and 
the gunerlntendent was clerk. 
"This city Is therefore, facing a cri- 
sis—one which can best be expressed in 
the question: 
'Does Berkeley wish to 
retain her city school system, or does 
she wish to rgtum to a village school 
system?' 


MIUST SETTLE QUESTION. 


"Sooner or later every community, on 
its way from a village'.to a city, must 
thresh out and settle this question, and 
this is as good a time as any for Berke- 
ley to give her answer. While the de- 
tails of such controversies differ among 
cities, the setting is always^the same: 
Board members who assume. In most 
cases honestly, the knowledge which can 
come only through long experience 
in 
school work who permit back stairs into 
the board to be erected up which climb 
in Increasing numbers the disgruntled 
who have been denied tho special fa- 
vors they have demanded. 
Who seek 
to satisfy theas complaining individuals 
by compromise which breaks down the 
standards which have been established 
for the protection of all. 
"Presently there is friction between 
the board and the superintendent un- 
less for the sake of harmony and the 
continuance of his position he concedes, 
surrenders, acquiesces in their acts. If 
he refuses, they summarily turn him out 
of his position, and if he objects to this 
on tne ground that It is un-American 
and unfair not to give him a hearing in 
his own defense, they raise the false Is- 
sues, stir up the malcontents and the 
trouble-makers, start the cry of Injury 
to the fair name of the city, and loud- 
ly proclaiming, the while, that the su- 
perintendent Is arrogant In manner and 
a self-seeker In purpose. In these de- 
tails Berkeley is not unique among the 
cities. 
"1 know that the great majority of 


thosVs who have petitioned me to stop 
the recall, as well as the great ma- 
jority of the citizens of Berkeley, will 
not stand for the village method of ad- 
ministering their schools, 
neither will 
they permit tho office of superintendent 
to be made a shuttlecock for politicians. 
I know that this request would not have 
been made had its full significance been 
understood. It is not in my power to 
stop the recall, for, under the law, fur- 
ther proceedings have now become au- 
tomatic. Even though I had the power, 
however, I would still respectfully de- 
cline to take action, for there Is no bet- 
ter time than this for Berkeley to an- 
swer the question: 
Does she wish a 
city school system, or does she wish a 
village school system?"

"Judged from, the standpoint of the fu- 
turs well being of the American people, 
social purity is a more important issue 
than the' tariff or the conservation of 
natural resources," .says William A. Mc- 
Keever, professor of philosophy at the 
Kansas 
State 
agricultural college In a 
bulletin Issued entitled "Instructing the 
Young in Regard to Sex." 
Professor McKeever urges that boys 
and girls, of all ages should be allowed 
frequent association with tho opposite 
sex under proper restrictions. 
"The line 
fence that 
separates the 
soxes at school and elsewhere ia a. shame- 
ful advertisement of our dual- standard 
of morals," he continues. "Women are 
not naturally any more pure minded than 
men. Take down tho line fence; incul- 
cate the same degree 
of clearness of 


thought, speech and conduct before boys 
as before girls." 
Parental Ignorance and neglect con- 
stitute the first contributing cause of the 
great prevelance of the social eril, 
he 
said. 
"Let American parents rally to the 
great social obligation of training their 
children for pure thinking and clean sex- 
ual life, and tha race 'will quickly mani- 
fest the splendid manly and 
womanly 
qualities inherent in our ordinary human 
breed." 
Athletic sports, vigorous and Joyful out- 
door exercises so "both the physical and 
mental exuberance of youth may find a 
wholesome outlet," are recommended. 
"Tho long standing theory that every 


boy must sow his 'wild oats' has been 
successfully controverted by specialists,' 
says Professor McKeever.
